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SELECTMEN’S FOREWORD 

1985 will be remembered as a year of major construction: 

Sewers: Three major contracts essentially completed. Keene-to- 
Marlborough line 50% installed. Temporary system installed for 25 homes. 

Main Street: New storm drains system, telephone cable, regrading and 
base course paved, curbs installed. 

East Main Street: Water mains moved and new bridge completed. 

Elderly Housing: Planning and Zoning approved. Land arrangements 
for Municipal Parking Lot approved at special town meeting. Construction 
is under way. Municipal parking lot was graded and paved. 

Town Roads: All streets carrying sewer lines were repaved; upper Bixby 
Street regraded and paved; Granite Street widened and paved. 

State Highways: Route 124 regraded and paved from Main Street to the 
Webb Depot Road. Route 101 repaved with base course. 

Water System: Many shutoffs replaced. Water meters installed. Mains 
moved on East Main Street to accomodate bridge. 

Municipal Building: Emergency generator installed. 

We appreciate the cooperation and patience of the townspeople during 
these trying times. Although many difficult problems arose, most were 
solved with understanding and some compromise. We especially thank our 
town employees and department heads. Bill Yardley and his crew surely 
have the Town's gratitude for ayear of extreme difficulty to which they have 
responded with many long hours of hard work and considerable “Yankee 
ingenuity.” 

We commend Chief Henry and his part-time force who have met a full 
time response. Unfortunately, the need for response continues to grow. In 
support of that, we have continued the operation of the second cruiser. A 
Highway Safety Committee was formed and through their efforts, we 
secured additional funding of $1,300 from the State Department of Safety 
for increased patrols. This money is reflected in the 1986 budget. An 
examination of our traffic ordinances showed them to be incomplete and 
in several parts. A new uniform ordinance was drafted and presented ata 
public hearing. 

Our Fire Department has made several quick “put-outs” that have saved 
considerable additional damage to homes and businesses. Their fast 
action and know-how is extraordinary for a volunteer force. Both the Fire 
and Ambulance Squads have been busier responding to accident scenes 
than to fires and we applaud both groups for their efforts and continued 
training programs. 

The purchase and installation of water meters (cost $31,000) was 
negotiated with the Farm Home Administration and made a part of the 
total sewer project since the basis of costs for sewerage is “gallons” of flow 
to the treatment plant. A combined water and sewer billing system has 
been designed with the cooperation of the Southwest Regional Planning 
Office. The first quarter of 1986 will be used as a test quarter. The real 
benefit of meters will be fair and equitable billing for everyone. 
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Three other projects affect our water system: 

1. A mandate by the State Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission to install an anti-corrosion system to reduce corrosion and 
improve the quality of our water. 

2. The purchase of the White property off Fitch Court for future well 
development is underway through condemnation proceedings. 

3. Acommunity committee has been formed to complete a study of our 
long term water resources and how we must protect them. We appreciate 
the cooperation of these public spirited citizens taking part in this most 
important work. 

The Pierce Elderly Housing Project of 32 units is being constructed by 
Snowfall, Inc., of Manchester, Vermont, and should be ready for occupancy 
in the spring. This should provide our elderly with a safe, modern, central 
location at a reasonable cost and permit them to stay in town with a feeling 
of belonging. 

One of our most perplexing problems is the placement of proper 
insurance for the town. Most domestic (American) companies are no 
longer accepting municipal business of any kind. For example, we can no 
longer secure an “Umbrella” policy for excess liability coverage. Our 
Workers Compensation policy was terminated January 1, 1986, and 
replaced with the N.H. Municipal Workers Compensation Trust. This move 
may prove to be an improvement in disguise because we become eligible for 
dividends if our experience is satisfactory. We are also participating in a 
statewide study by the Municipal Association to solve the liability problem. 

Looking to the future, there are three other major projects to solve: 

1. Reappraisal of all taxable property to bring valuations back to 100% 
equalized value. We are now down to 60% of market values. 

2. Replacement of our incandescent street lights with high-pressure 
sodium (HPS). The HPS fixtures use approximately 40% less electricity and, 
with much higher rates in the offing, there would be a big savings. The cost 
is estimated at $22,000. However, this can be recouped in 3 to 4 years. 

3. We have made substantial progress at our landfill through the 
adoption of “Mandatory Recycling”. In six months we have sold 27 
truckloads of recycled materials, the equivilent of 19,000 cubic feet which 
we didn't bury. In addition, we have stored tons of metal, burned tons of 
brush and piled tires high. But we haven't solved the real problem of 
leachate from the landfill. Apparent contamination of one well has already 
prompted the drilling of one well and the State Bureau of Solid Waste is 
exerting pressure to install additional monitor wells. Our Water Resource 
Study Committee will include this subject. 


We continue to participate in the Ashuelot Solid Waste District study for 
a long term solution to permit the closing of the landfill. John Lecraw 
continues his long and frustrating career as our representative to this 
group. We appreciate his work and willingness despite difficult odds. He 
has hopes that 1986 will bring some concrete results. 

We also extend our gratitude for the work of the Marlborough 
Community Association. Both the Bulletin and their Garden Club are 
making a very real contribution and helping to make Marlborough a better 
place in which to live. 

The length of this “State of the Town” message demonstrates the broad 
scope of activities, the numerous Bureaus we must deal with, and the 
extreme detail required. These efforts take time and we are fortunate to 
have able town employees and a Board of Selectmen willing and able to give 
of their time and talents. As the 1982 report mentioned, the running of the 
Town is a full time job and we must consider our options. Town Manager, 
Administrative Assistant, or Full Time Selectman, the title doesn’t matter - 
someone has to mind the store every day. We must, however, be prepared to 
pay for services rendered. The 1986 budget addresses this problem.

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


2a. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund, established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972, for use as set-offs against budgeted 
appropriations for the following specific purposes and in the amount 
indicated herewith or take any action thereon. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,724. as 
the Town's share for studies and operation of the Southwest Regional 
Planning Commission. These funds to be used for financing the staff, 
operation expenses, planning studies, technical assistance and other 
programs of the Commission. These funds may be used in conjunction 
with other State and Federal funds available for planning purposes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000. 
for the Home Health Care and Community Services, formerly the 
Marlborough Community Nursing Association, or to act in any manner 
relating thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,480. to 
support the services of the Community Mental Health Clinic of the 
Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service or to act in any manner 
relating thereto. | 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to cost-share with 
landowners the expense of them hiring a professional forester to oversee 
timber harvests on their lands within the town. Said cost-share amount 
shall be determined by the Selectmen and shall not exceed 10% of the 
actual timber yield tax revenues paid by the landowner to the town; and 
further to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $400. 
for this purpose to act in any manner relating thereto.

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MARL-HARRIS AMBULANCE REPORT 
1985 

As 1985 drew to a close Marl-Harris Ambulance had responded to 137 
calls. We recorded 118 emergency runs and 19 non-emergency runs. 
Emergency calls included 10 motor vehicle accidents and 3 RV. accidents. 
The non-emergency calls were transfers and stand-by. The ambulance put 
on nearly 3600 miles with runs to Cheshire Hospital, Keene; Monadnock 
Hosptial, Peterborough; Mary Hitchcock, Hanover; Concord and Boston. 
There were 31 runs to Harrisville and Chesham. 

We are maintaining our in-house training, recertifications, extra 
training to enhance skills and more members are becoming certified in 
advanced life saving techniques. The ambulance is fully equipped to state 
regulations plus specialized equipment and personnel to serve you better. 
It is kept in top mechanical repair and has all new tires. 

We sincerely thank you all for your great support in keeping us 
independent and your ride free. We have not had to use tax dollars either. 

As always our grateful thanks to our fire departments, police 
departments and town officers for their much needed assistance and 
dedication.

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FIRE WARDS REPORT 

The Marlborough Fire Department answered 71 calls during 1985. This 
compares to 47 calls answered in 1983 and 55 calls answered in 1984. 

The alarms answered were 15 chimney fires, 5 vehicle fires, 8 structure 
fires, 10 accidents, 4 brush fires, 2 calls for medical assistance, 2 smoke 
investigations, 8 automatic fire alarms and 17 mutual aid calls of which 
there were 7 calls to Dublin, 5 calls to Swanzey Ctr., 2 calls to Troy, 2 calls to 
Harrisville and 1 call to Surry. 

Again this year several members of the Fire Company have taken 
specialized training at Fire Schools through out the state. 

The Fire Company sponsored the halloween parade followed by a party 
which consisted of costume judging with cider and donuts for grades K 
through 6. 

We wish to report to the towns people that to the best of our knowledge all 
of our equipment is in top shape. Again this year we upgraded one of our 
old truck radios by the purchase of a new radio.

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MARLBOROUGH CEMETERY COMMITTEE 
Annual Report 
1985 

The Marlborough Cemetery Committee has been working hard to plan 
for the future. Within the next few years, serious consideration will have to 
be given to expansion of Meetinghouse Cemetery or the purchase of land 
elsewhere for burials. In 1985, we began preparing the sale of lots in the 
front section of Pine Grove Cemetery located on Granite Street. When the 
two front portions are filled, there will be no room for further expansion. 
The same holds true in Meetinghouse Cemetery, located on Frost Hill. 
Although there is no immediate threat of running out of available space, 
the Cemetery Committee believes that the Catholic Cemetery, known as 
Mt. Calvary Cemetery, is having the same problem. We currently allow any 
faith to utilize our cemeteries, and will continue to doso. As available space 
runs out in Mt. Calvary Cemetery, the process may be accelerated. 

There will also have to be some attention paid to tree removal in 
Meetinghouse Cemetery as some of the large trees have sustained damage 
due to weather conditions. We replaced a wooden gate, the victim of 
weather and age, with a more durable chain-link gate. The American 
Legion has erected a flagpole on their lot in Pine Grove Cemetery, which we 
feel is appropriate and a welcome addition. It is centrally located at the top 
of the middle road. 

There is currently work being done to establish a task force for the 
purposes of determining whether or not the maintainence of other town- 
owned property, such as the Library, Ball Fields, and areas adjacent to 
route 101 and Main Street. A feasibility study will be done to determine 
whether this would be more economical and productive. 

The Cemetery committee is also working towards repair of old 
monuments and headstones, particularly in the older cemeteries; a rather 
large project. We are exploring the possibility of petitioning the superior 
Court to utilize accumulated interest from unused perpetual trust funds, 
and will hopefully be working in conjunction with the Historical Society in 
this endeaver. 

With any luck, 1986 will see some of these projects fulfilled.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
1985 

The year 1985 has passed too quickly and as we embark on the 
challenges of 1986 it might be well to reflect on the changes in library 
service in the 1980's and what direction the Frost Free Library is projecting 
for the future. Libraries no longer just house books and librarians are no 
longer referred to as librarians, but as media specialists. In the past, the 
written word was the only path to knowledge. The technology of the 70’s 
and 80's has expanded our resources of learning at such a rapid pace that 
he who hesitates will be lost. The library, in keeping with its state 
reputation for leadership among town libraries, intends to keep abreast of 
change and adapt our resources accordingly. 

Beginning in early 1986 we will begin the long process of barcoding all 
our material. This will enable us to convert library records to automation. 
The Apple Ile purchased 2 years ago will be sufficient to connect our library 
with the resources of other libraries throughout the state. A modem will be 
necessary to complete this process. The library will be seeking a large 
number of volunteers to assist with the barcoding process. If the costs 
could be limited to materials only, it would benefit all taxpayers. Grants are 
being sought to help with funding. 

In 1985 the library continued to build its catalog of cassettes in the areas 
of reading and instruction. A color television and VCR were purchased with 
gift monies and dedicated to the memory of Carol Frost Paine who died 
unexpectedly in her early forties. The VCR has been used frequently for 
entertainment and instruction in the library. It is our intent to build a 
varied collection to suit all ages. We would welcome donations. Present 
holdings include, “AMERICA IN SPACE, THE FIRST 25 YEARS”, “1944— 
1984” (a history review), “I LIKE SCIENCE”, “BORN FREE”, OLD YELLER” 
and assorted children’s videos. 

The board of directors wishes to thank JoAnn Robinson for three years of 
dedicated service as treasurer. In March Lorraine von Sneidern was elected 
to the board and filled this valuable roll. 

Landscaping projects could not be accomplished this year because of the 
sewer project. However, the board with the support and enthusiasm of the 
Garden Club is currently working on grounds beautification projects for 
1986, including the replacement of lost trees. 

It is impossible in my allotted space to thank all those persons who 
volunteer their time and services to make your library vital and attractive; 
who assist in programming and planning and are there when needed. A 
special thanks to all board members, Friends of the Library, Garden Club 
members, to Janet Courchene and Priscilla Carroll who volunteer their 
time on a weekly basis; to Homestead Press and to the Nash’s for their 
combined efforts to benefit the summer concert series. Thank you also to 
Esther LaChance who each year develops the Summer Storytime Program 
for the children. A final thank you to those persons who regularly give 
generous cash donations for those extra items the budget cannot bear.

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AGREEMENT 

This agreement is between the Union School District of Keene 
(hereinafter Keene) and the School District of the town of Marlborough 
(hereinafter Marlborough). Said school districts are parties to an 
agreement dated on or about May 11, 1982. 

By the express terms of said Agreement, it expires with the completion of 

school year 1985-1986. The agreement refers to the potential of 
renegotiation. The parties do, in fact, wish to renegotiate said agreement 
and do agree as follows: 
1. Keene guarantees to own and operate a fully approved high school 
consistent with the standards as defined by the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire for the education of its own and Marlborough students, grades 
nine through twelve. Marlborough understands and agrees that other 
school districts also send their students to Keene. 


2. Keene High School shall be deemed the assigned school for all resident 
students of Marlborough attending high school. Exemptions from 
attendance at Keene High School shall be determined in accordance with 
stte law in existence at the time of the request for exemption. 


3. Marlborough shall pay to Keene tuition for Marlborough students 
attending Keene High School as follows: 


The tuition rate shall be established as set forth below by the Keene 
Board of Education by November 15, for the subsequent school year. This 
tuition rate shall be approved by the New Hampshire State Board of 
Education. For the 1986-1987 school year, the tuition rate is $3,517. 
subject to said approval. The rate shall be the reasonably estimated net 
operating expenses of Keene High School for the current school year 
divided by the estimated average daily membership (see below) for the 
current school year. The operating expenses shall not include the cost of 
pupil transportation (except for athletics and field trips), expenses 
reimbursed by federal or state governments, the cost of capital equipment 
purchased using capital reserve funds derived from surpluses in the high 
school’s budget as determined by the comparison of the actual 
expenditures to the estimated expenditures used in the tuition 
calculation, the cost of debt service and any costs which are specifically 
designated for Keene resident students (e.g. special education tuition, 
tuition from patrons, and athletic fees, shall be deducted from the 
operating expenses to arrive at the net operating expenses. In addition to 
the tuition rate, Marlborough will be responsible for any costs which are 
specifically designated for Marlborough resident students, e.g. special 
education services not included in the tuition calculation. 

The per pupil rental charge of 2% (see below) of the estimated 
replacement costs of the high school facility shall be added to the tuition 
rate to arrive at the full charge. For the 1986-1987 school year, said rental 
charge is $71.00 subject to approval as aforesaid. 
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Keene shall bill Marlborough on a semi-annual basis and Marlborough 
shall pay said tuition on asemi-annual basis not later than February l,and 
June 21. The tuition for a Marlborough student who is a student at Keene 
High School for a portion of the full school year shall be pro-rated 
accordingly.

4. Keene will provide Marlborough with progress reports and attendance 
reports for all Marlborough students enrolled pursuant to this agreement. 
Keene will provide guidance services to grade eight students of 
Marlborough for ninth grade placement and subject placement. The same 


pupil regulations will apply to Marlborough students as apply to Keene 
students. 


5. Keene is party to an AREA. agreement. Said A.R.E.A. agreement is 
currently in the process of amendment. At least two joint meetings of the 
A.R.E.A. member district boards are contemplated within said A.R.E.A. 
agreement. Keene will timely notify Marlborough of said A.R.E.A. member 
district board meetings. Marlborough shall be permitted to participate in 
these meetings for the purpose of advising and consulting upon any and all 
matters of joint interest. 


6. The within agreement is subject to the approval of the respective district 
meetings of Keene and Marlborough and the New Hampshire State Board 
of Education. 


7. The within agreement shall bind the parties for school year 1986-1987, 
1987-1988, 1988-1989, 1989-1990, 1990-1991. If the parties desire to 
extend for subsequent school year(s) the specific provisions of this 
agreement, they may elect to do so on or before December 31, 1988, subject 
to such approvals by the respective district meetings and the State Board 
of Education as may be necessary. Nothing herein shall prevent 
Marlborough from filing a petition with Keene pursuant to R.S.A. 195-A:12.

Principal’s Report 

Marlborough School began the 1985-86 school year with several new 
members on the staff. 

Mr. Nicholas Russonello is teaching Junior High Math this year. He has 
had several years of teaching experience and has accepted additional 
responsibilities in supervising the Computer Curriculum. Through the 
arrangement made by a federal grant, Chapter II, we were able to employ a 
computer instructional associate for two days a week from November to 
June of this school year. Mrs. Becky Sharpe has been employed to give our 
Students and staff additional assistance in computer training. 

The library has continued to be a focal point in our school. Mrs. Carolyn 
Long is working full time as our school librarian and has devoted her 
efforts to providing a friendly and attractive atmosphere in the library. She 
is Supervised by a qualified librarian, Mrs. Lisa Gerchman, who is 
responsible for book purchasing, record keeping and general supervision. 
They have begun to coordinate purchases and objectives with the Frost 
Free Library which will be of benefit to all. 

The new school nurse, Mrs. Carol Lady, is a qualified registered nurse 
with several years experience as a school nurse. Students and staff have 
responded well to her as she works three hours a day checking vision, 
hearing, general health problems, etc. She would like to expand the 
program to work on health educatin goals. 

Mrs. Sandra Raasoch and Mrs. Joanne Robinson have shared the 
position of Instructional Associate in the Resource Room making it 
possible for Mrs. Shelley to supervise the Resource Room and also, as Pupil 
Personel Facilitator, to deal with all special needs processing with our 
Students and parents. She also is doing the work of the Guidance 
Counselor. 

Mrs. Sheri Parker has been the teacher of the Hearing Impaired 
Collaborative Program. 

Our student population remains at almost 200 students. Our teaching 
staff is comprised of experienced educators and that provides a stable 
environment for our school. Their continued enthusiasm has carried the 
school through the adjustment of the new principal in January, and the 
new secretary in April. Mrs. Kenney has carried on with the many 
responsibilities of the school secretary and has assisted in presenting 
professional attitude for the public as well as helping to maintain our 
school office effectively. 

The school curriculum is based on learning the fundamental skills in an 
atmosphere of respect and courtesy. We consider that our task includes 
developing good work habits and responsibilities. We have also added such 
objectives as a computer curriculum and innovative classes. In addition, 
we are working toward more appreciation of creative thinking skills. This 
is a priority, especially in our new Challenge Program available to selected 
Students with high potential as indicated through testing and teacher 
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evaluation. We want our students to develop their skills for critical 
thinking. 

We are especially pleased to have a School Volunteer Program started 
under the leadership of Wendy Sundstrom, Coordinator. She has worked 
hard to establish this program in conjunction with the N.H. School 
Volunteer Association. Twenty-one parent and non-parent volunteers and 
six student volunteers have given many hours of their time to assist 
teachers and students. We appreciate their contributions to Marlborough 
School. 

We are proud to be one of the outstanding communities with our school 
receiving the A-1 rating as designated by the N.H. State Department of 
Education. The students of Marlborough School have an excellent 
educational facility and a dedicated staff. We will do our best to provide our 
students with a fine educational program.
